aid general business recovery. 


Broaden RFC Loans 


A more direct attack on the re- 


cession as far as the average busi- 
ness man was concerned, however, 
was loreshadowed by house passage 
of the senate bill to give the Recon 
struction Finance corporation al- 
most unlimited discretion in mak- 
ing loans to aid commercial and in- 
dustrial enterprises. 


The bill also carried authority 


for loan1? 
to municipalities 
and 


other political subdivisions lor self- 
liquidating public works, opening 
the way lor a renewed outflow of 
federal millions into the channels 
of trade. 


Senate approval of a single house 


amendment will send the RFC bill 
to the White House lor President 
Roosevelt's signature. That amend- 
ment eliminated a provision that 
loans to railroads must be approved 
by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


Administration officials said the 


requirement was not needed be- 
cause it was already a part of the 
law under which the RFC operates. 
In effect, the ICC now must certify 
that the line receiving a loan can 
be expected, on the basis of present 
and future earnings, to meet its fix- 
ed charges. 


Administration advisers contem- 


plate proposing that congress relax 
this restriction so the RFC may 
have a freer hand in approving 
loans, especially to roads in receiv- 
ership. 


Such loans, one informant said, 


would be made only to roads hav- 
ing sound financial prospects. Those 
"hopelessly in the hole" would be 
unable to obtain aid. In many 
cases the latter then would have to 
merge with more profitable lines. 


The president's message on rail- 


roads was to accompany a special 
ICC report which was the subject 
of a conference yesterday between 
Mr. Roosevelt and representatives 
of railroad labor and management. 


One proposal suggested at the 


meeting, authoritative persons said, 
was that the government guarantee 
the railroads a lair and 
profitable 


level of earnings so 
they could 


maintain wages and

and get needed new equipment. 


Some of the labor spokesmen 


told the president that the increase 
in business which could be ex- 
pected from a resumption of rail- 
road spending probably would pull 
earnings up far 
enough to make 


guaranty payments unnecessary.

Must Ask Selves 


Why We are Here 


Christian Science Lecturer 


Says We Must be Help- 


ful to Our Fellows 


According to Gavin W. Allan of 


Toronto, Ont, Canada, who spoke 
at Lawrence Memorial chapel last 
evening under the auspices of First 
Church of Christ. Scientist, there 
comes times to all when we think 
seriously about life, when we ask 
ourselves "What is the purpose of 
existence? Why am I here? What 
should be life's purpose—to serve 
oneself or to serve others?" 


Mr. Allan pointed out .that Jesus 


answered these questions when he 
said, "The Son of man came not 
to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister." "I am among YOU as he that 
serveth." He went on to say that 
Jesus taught that the First Com- 
mandment is to love God and the 
second is to love man. He pointed 
out that John so strongly felt the 
necessity for our loving our fellow 
men that he said, in effect, if we do 
not love one another, we cannot 
possibly love God. In other words, 
Mr. Allan explair -d, if we are not 
living in just ana helpful relations 
with our fellow men, there is some- 
thing wrong with our concept of 
God. 


Mr. Allan, who is a member of 


the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church. The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts, had chosen for his sub- 
ject. "Christian Science: A Religion 
of Service." He made clear, by re- 
lating several stories or parables 
with which Jesus illustrated his 
teachings, that Jesus stressed the 
thought of service. 


True service, as understood in 


Christian Science, the lecturer ex- 
plained, has two sides—its God- 
ward side and its manward side; re- 
sponse to God and responsibility to 
men. Religion, he held, has two 
sides—getting and giving; receiving 
and reflecting; hearing and doing. 


Mr. Allan referred to some tend- 


encies which hinder usefulness, such 
as overzealousness. meddlesomeness, 
entering uninvited into the affairs 
of others, a desire for prominence, 
a willingness to serve only in high- 
er offices, in the more prominent 
positions. 
This latter phase of 


selfishness, he declared, frequently 
keeps its victim in uselessnc?s. 


Mr. Allan explained that Chris- 


tian Science teaches that God is 
Love; God is Mind; the divine Prin- 
ciple of the universe including man. 
and that man is made in His like- 


that simply restraining ourselves 
from doing an enemy harm is not 
conforming to the Golden Rule. He 
maintained that this rule cannot be 
kept negatively, that justice is posi- 
tive. It demands, he declared, that 
our enemy receive at our hands a 
painstaking bestowal of kindness, 
affection, and love. Thus only, he 
averred, can we reflect our Father. 


Mr. Allan ponited out that no one 


is in a position where he is inde- 
pendent of the service of his fellow 
men. He made clear that Christian 
Science teaches that there is no in- 
equality among God's children; that 
it reiterates the message of the first 
chapter of Genesis "God created 
man in His own image." 
In speaking of co-operative serv- 


ice, the lecturer held that the thir- 
teenth chapter of I Corinthians is 
a plain statement of what good co- 
operation means, of the only way to 
live helpfully and smoothly with 
our fellow men. The primary law 
of living, he said, is not selfishness, 
but selflessness, love. 


Just as discords of various natures 


have been overcome for individuals 
through Christian Science. Mr. Al- 
lan affirmed, so can they be for 
nations, since the cause of discord 
is the same in either case—the car- 
nal mind, and the remedy is the 
same—the utilization of God's law. 


Touching upon the subject ot 


healing, Mr. Allan made clear that 
Jesus did not m some mysterious 
way bestow upon his disciples mag- 
ic powers, but he taught them what 
was necessary for them to know 
in order to render service to their 
fellow men, to icjoice in the omni- 
presence and omnipotence of God, 
which is the basis of healing. One 
begins the practice of Christian Sci- 
ence, the lecturer explained, the 
moment he begins to think rightly, 
or from a purely Christian stand- 


ness and expresses Him: that man, j point. 
Christian Science practice, 


God's likeness, always reflects Love, j he said, is the practice of rightcous-

ness in one's own thought and life, and therefore, to be endured with 
Nothing short of right thinkingj 
and right acting, from a pure spir- 
itual viewpoint, he declared, is 
Chistian Science practice, and to 
the extent that this is done, effects 
or healing will naturally follow. 


The Christian Scientist, the lec- 


turer said, is constantly and consci- 
entiously endeavoring to fit him- 
self to heal, and 
knows he needs 


to do this, he 
more humility. 


more love, more wisdom, a better 
understanding of God and His laws, 
and a clearer vision of man as 
God's expression. To this end, he 
explained, he studies the Bible and 
the 
Christian Science textbook, 


"Science and Health with Key of 
the Scriptures," by Mary Baker 
Eddy. 


In concluding, Mr Allan declared 


that the influence of Christian Sci- 
ence teaching is awakening human- 
ity to see that distresses, which were 
formerly regarded as acts of God, 


becoming resignation, are not of 
God, but are evils which should be , 
overcome and destroyed, and that , 
because of this awakening, there is 
> 


a giowmg demand for freedom from 
discord, and an insistence that such 
a freedom is humanity's right. This 
demand, he affirmed, can be met 
by Christian Science. 


Throughout his lecture, only a 


few of the important points of | 
which are touched upon here, Mr. 
Allan quoted from the Bible and 
the writings of Mrs. Eddy in sup- 
port of his statements.

AMERICA AND THE-VIENNA JEWS 


- Secretary Hull's invitation to the na- 
tions of the world to lend a hand in 
easing the burden of the Vienna Jews was 
the direct result of Georing's public dec- 
laration at the Austrian capital that "the 
300,000 Jews must be gone" in a rela- 
tively short time. With the usual bluster 
of a politician Goering has increased the 
number of Jews in Vienna by 50 per cent 
so that his auditor's might, if anything, 
feel crowded for space. 


Grant General Goering the right to his 


own private hatred. Let him or anyone 
else fume and stew in the bitter brew of 
racial intolerance but there is something 
craven and cowardly in the brute force 
of a great nation or a great army moving 
implacably against a thin and unresisting 
line. 


To bring spirit and assurance to those 


who labor heavily and particularly against 
the mean and spiteful conduct of others 
has been for long the place of particular 
honor reserved for America. Mr. Hull's 
message will be used far and wide to the 
very necessary purpose of ameliorating 
the woe and distress of the stricken. 


In these days of crowded countries, 


crowded employment lists, crowded shop- 
ping districts, crowded immigrant sup- 
plicants and racing debts and expend- 
itures America could not wisely under- 
take the problem alone. But that she 
will help see it solved in the protection 
of those whose only offense has been to 
innocently incur the wrath of neurotic dic- 
tators, we have no doubt. 


We should all of us, too, attempt to 


envision the broken hearts made in Vi- 
enna by this form of terrorism and then 
how those with heads bowed down looked 
up in relief at word that the American 
government was undertaking the task of 
creating among the nations a unity of op- 
erations to minimize if not wipe out the 
unprovoked 
wrongs 
emanating 
from 


Berlin. 


NOT ALL ARE SELFISH 


It is not easy to decide what is the best 


thing to do about American citizens who 
remain in China's danger zones. 
The 


government has warned them that they 
remain there at their own risk, has pro- 
vided transportation to safer places for 
those who are willing to leave, holds it- 
self in readiness to protect those who re- 
fuse to go elsewhere. 


Because the government does con- 


tinue to watch over American nationals in 
China, the Panay incident has occurred. 
And there is criticism of "selfish" Amer- 
icans \vho could involve the United States 
in the quarrels of others because of their 
stubbornness. 


There is justification for some of the 


criticism, perhaps, although one can un- 
derstand that American 
citizens, long 


rooted in China and with all their eggs in 
the Chinese basket, want to remain to 
salvage what they can. But there are 
other American nationals in China who 
cannot be called selfish. 


They are the Sisters of Mercy, the 


Adventist doctors and nurses and the mis- 
sion workers whose hard-won world is 
tumbling about their cars. 


Who has the right to say that these 


followers of Christ's teachings are selfish? 


If the Japanese gain their objectives 


the door to China-.will be shut quickly 
enough against American business men 
and Christian workers alike. 


Meanwhile these soldiers of religion 


are defending the traditions of two thou- 
sand years.

SYMBOLIC SOOCHOW 


When the tribes of Europe still were 


living as semi-savages,' Soochow already 
was old, a center of Chinese culture. Ven- 
erable scholars droned through the ancient 
texts and at their feet sat students who 
had come long distances to learn the wis- 
dom of the past and to gape in awe at the 
temples and the halls of learning that, too, 
were reminders of dimly-remembered 
days of glory. 


Soochow, ancient treaty port of Kiang- 


su. proud seat of learning for thousands 
of yfars, was destroyed in a day when 
Japanese bombers made it the target for 
700 direct hits. A city of a half million 
people, a national shrine that has with- 
stood the storms of many centuries, could 
not withstand one modern, man-made 
storm. 


Soochow is symbolic. In all the world 


there was no city such as this, with so 
ancient a claim to cultural greatness. 


When the Japanese destroyed Soochow 


they dramatized the fate of all culture in 
modern war. 


Soochow can be an object-lesson. As it 


represented the flower of Chinese civiliza- 
tion, so do other cities represent other civ- 
ilizations and the culture of other peoples. 


What one of these cities is safe? 
There is new reason to repeat the 


warning that another major war easily 
can doom all civilization. 


SUCKERS 


We Americans can hardly be so smart 


as we think we are. In a raid of horse 
racing tipster organizations in New York, 
"sucker lists" have been found that are 
said to have 2,500,000 names on them. 


This would mean that about one Amer- 


ican out of every 50, counting men, wom- 
en and children, is on one of those lists 
One family in every dozen would be rep- 
resented. Anybody might expect to find 
a couple of "suckers" among the neigh- 
bors on his own street, if not in his own 
house. 


This form of gambling and graft must 


draw an, immense revenue. A United 
States attorney in New York says he 
wouldn't dare make an estimate of the 
total, although it isn't so large as the 
amount paid to stock swindlers. 


He defines a sucker as "anyone who 


thinks he can get something for nothing." 
That is always an expensive delusion. And 
the most curious part of it is that the vic- 
tim usually condones such frauds—until 
he finds that the person actually being 
defrauded is himself. When people be- 
come indignant about the defrauding of 
their neighbors, such grafts will have less 
chance. 


NORTH ATLANTIC AIR LINE 


The test flights made last summer by 


British and American seaplanes in prep- 
aration for regular transatlantic service 
have now been followed by a successful 
conference of representatives of the gov- 
ernments of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, Canada and Ireland and 
of Pan 


American and Imperial Air%vays. 
The 


conference set up plans for radio com- 
munication, radio direction-finding, me- 
teorological service and safety service. It 
also defined clearly the parts to be played 
by the operating companies and the dif- 
ferent governments involved. 


Further "exploratory" flights with a 


land plane and one of the Clipper planes 
will be made this coming summer. It is 
possible that both freight and mail ser- 
vice will be carried before the summer is 
over. 


Ever phase of the service will be 


worked out in careful detail and every 
possible test made 
before passengers 


are carried, but the success of the Pa- 
cific air service seems to assure success in 
the new field.

But this 
does not disturb us because, xvith 
the bad break of diamonds we had 
one loser anyway. East returns his 
last spade and, after winning, let us 
take stock. 


• We* have established that East 


originally held four spades and one 
diamond. If he held four clubs he 
could hold only four hearts, and 
this would place West with seven 
hearts. Surely with a seven card 
heart suit West would have over- 
called one diamond. If East had 
either two or three clubs the club 
suit-must break. We decide that 
East could not have had a single- 
ton in clubs, because he then would 
have had to hold seven hearts, and 
he, also, would have overcalled with 
such length. Thus we arrixre at the 
virtual certainty that the club suit 
will break 3-2. This is valuable 
working knoxvledge. All xve need 
do now is cash the club king and 
lead a third round, not caring which

must win. he can return only a 
heart, which will permit us to ruff 
in one hand while discarding a dia- 
mond in the other.

Since that time, hundreds of oth- 


er asteroids have been found. More 
than 1,300 are well known today. 
Many others have been seen once 
or twice, but have been lost to sight 
afterward. All told, it is believed 
there are several thousand aster- 


oids. • New ones are being found ev- 
ery month of the year. 


Asteriods go around the sun, the 


same as the earth and the other 
planets do. Most of them have or- 
bits near to circles, and most of 
them are between Mars and Jupiter. 


In some cases, asteroids have 


paths which differ a great deal from 
those of the major planets. They 
speed away from the sun to points 
further distant than Jupiter. Then 
they come back, and get closer to 
the sun than Mars ever does. 


Ceres has a diameter of about 


485 miles, and is the largest aster- 
oid known. Another asteroid has a 
diameter of 304 miles. Still anoth- 
er is 243 miles in diameter. 


Most asteroids however, are much 


smaller. 
Many are less than 10 


miles in diameter. 


A famouj asteroid or asteroid pair 


is known, as Eros. In January, 1931, 
Eros was about 
16,000,000 -miles 


from the earth. Astronomers who 
studied it at that time' said it ap- 
peared to be "double" — that is, they 
believed it was made up of two as- 
teroids which kept close together on 
their journey around the sun. Each 
of the two parts appeared to have 
a diameter of about eight miles.
